Michigan First State In 
Nation With Official 
“Victory Day” 


Lansing, Ju ly 17. (ZP)— Governor 
K e lly today asked that Michigan 
“ publicly acknowledge our grati­ 
tude’ ’to the state’s W orld W ar ll 
veterans on August ll, "V ictory 
D ay.” 
He said in a formal proclama­ 
tion Unit Michigan is the first state 
in the nation to eomrrtemorate the 
first anniversary of V-J day by 
legislative action.
